All the amendments except Nos. 2 
and 4 were carried by large majori- 
ties, and these two wére the pet meas- 
ures'of the present administration.

1400 votes. Amendment four, increas- 
ing the salaries of city officials, was 
lost by a majority of 132 votes with 
eight precincts missing. 

The straw ballot declaring that the 
city sha]! distribute the Aqueduct 
power instead of leasing it to the pow- 
er companies was carried by a vote of 
11,149 to 1158. 

The vote was very light, the re- 
turns received indicating that it will 
total not more than 15,000. The total 
vote for Mayor at the last election 
was 37,308.

Killing of Northern Nevada Sheep- 
men Whose Deaths Posse Avenged 
Ws Echo of Bear River Battle 
of Pifty Years Ago, According te 
Survivor of Indian Fight.

RENO, March 6.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] J. W. Reddington, formerly a 
scout for the United States army has 
succeeded in taiking with Snake, the 
young squaw captured on the battile- 
feld at Squaw Valley when Capt. Don- 
nelly’s posse exterminated the mur- 
derers of the four Washoe county 
stockmen. 
has until now refused to talk since 
her confinement in the County Jail. 
Col. Reddington, who speaks Ban- 
nock as well as Shoshone, was put 
in the cell and talked with her for 
some time. She stated that her father 
had held a grudge against the white 
men for fifty years-ever since the 
battle of Bear River, when he and a 
brother were the only survivors of the 
battle. She stated that he was a Sho- 
shone, and that her mother was a 
Bannock. Both her father and mother 
were killed by Capt. Donnelly’s men. 
Her father’s name was Rock Creek 
Mike, and he lived on Rock Creek, in 
Northern Elko county, Most of the 
time, when not out on hunting trips 
through Northern Nevada and Cali- 
fornia. Her father was one of the 
last Indians who knew the art of 
making flint arrowheads and it is 
possible that his craft dies with him. 
He was noted among his people for 
his skill. Some of these beautiful flint 
arrowheads were used in the recent 
Indian battle and are now in the pos- 
session of the members of the posse. 
Capt. Donneily and the members of 
the posse who have arriyed in Reno, 
all agree on the story of the battle. 
On the morning of the battle the 
Indians shot hundreds of arrows and 
it kept the members of the posse busy 
dodging them as the missiles were 
thought to be poisoned. Some of the 
arrows were pointed with steel and 
others with flint. 


FACTS ABOUT BRIDEs. 


State Statistican’s Figures Indicate 
Most Widowed Femaics Are Born 
Outside of California. — 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, March 6.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] For 1910, as for pre- 
vious years, marriage statistics com- 
piled by George D. Leslie, statistician 
of the State Board of Health, show 
that single brides in California were 
mainly born within this State, that 
widowed brides were mainly born eise- 
where, in other States or foreign coun- 
tries, and that divorced brides were 
largely other Americans with some 
Californian, also comparatively few 
divorcees being foreign born. 
Of the single white brides in 1910, 
as,many as 43.1 per cent. were born 
in California, against only 37.8 per 
cent. for other States and merely 19.1 
per cent. for foreign countries; simil- 
arly, the per cent. born in California 
was 43.3 for 1909, 43.5 for 1908 and 1907 
and 44.3 for 1906. In short over two- 
fifths of the single brides in Cali- 
fornia are natives of the Golden State. 
Of the widows marrying in 1910, how- 
ever, no less than 52 per cent. were 
born in other States, and 26.7 per cent. 
were foreign born, those born in Cali- 
fornia forming only 213 per cent. of

ORMER JUDGE 


VETERAN WHOSE LIFE HAD 
BEEN ACTIVE PASSES. 


Served as Soldier Through Two” 
Wars, Participated in Making Laws 
for a State and Sat on the Bench 
at the Call of His Friends—Was 
Greatly Beloved. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, March 6.—Capt. 
Samuel B. McCall, veteran of both the 
Mexican and the Civil wars, passed 
away yesterday, at the age of eighty- 
three. Born in Rush county, Indiana, 
McCall was scarcely twenty years old 
when he. responded to the call for 
troops to subdue Mexico, enlisting in 
Company H, Fifth Indiana Infantry. 

At the war's close he moved to 
Boone county, Iowa, where in 1849 he 
served as County Judge, and after- 
ward in the State Legislature. As 
papers of that period found among his 
effecta show he was among the prom- 
inent builders of that section of the 
State. When the Civil war came on 
he was one of the earliest to organize 
& company which was attached to the 
Third Iowa Infantry. He commanded 
the company for three yeara, 

Caught by the gold fever he after- 
ward came to California, and for many 
years followed prospecting with vary- 
ing success, until] failing health com- 
pelled him to enter the California Vet- 
erans’ Home at Yountville, 

. When, in 1899, the Pacific Branch 
Was ready for occupation, a draft of 
100 members was made on the State 
home, and Capt. McCall was 

to command and accompany them to 
this place. He was at once, on his 
arrival, placed in command of Barrack 
Bb, and later of Company G, holding 
that office continuously until 1906— 
the longest in point of service in the 
history of the home. Gentle and in 
every way considerate of his veteran 
charges he ‘was beloved by all and 
will be missed in this place. 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
Fiora B. Simpson, living at No, 2438 
Fifteenth avenue, Minneapolis, Minn.

REFUSES HER PETITION FOR AN- 
NULMENT OF MARRIAGE. 


Then Moved by Her Gricf Me Sug- 
gests Reno and a Second Divorce 
So That She Can Remarry the Man 
Whom She First Married—Dcmon- 
stration Train Draws. 


RIVERSIDE, March 6:—Judge Dens- 
more of the Superior Court has just. 
decided a peculiar case, which had to 
do with the marriage laws of Colorado, 


Mrs. Mattie B. Kililham, a comely 
woman of Perris, sought to have her 
marriage to Herbert J. Killham an- 
nulled because she married him in 
Utah less than one year after her 
first husband had secured a divorce 
from her in Colorado. Three children 
were born to the woman and her first 
spouse and the estrangement between 
her and the father of the children has 
been smoothed out and they desire to 
remarry. Believing that the fact of 
her having married the second time be- 
fore the expiration of a year wvould be 
sufficient grounds for the setting aside 
of the second marriage, she brought 
thie*case in the Superior Court here.

FEDERALS ARE 
-NEAR MEXICALI. 


Scouts Bring News; One of 
Them Is Wounded. 


Combatants to Leave. 


Attack Expected Today; 
Americans Mutiny. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 
MEXICALI, (Mex.,). March 6.—Five 
rebel scouts, one of whom apparently 
had been wounded, rode back into this 
insurrecto stronghold tonight with in- 
formation that a body of Federals had 
entered the valley and would probably 
attack the town tomorrow. 

heir report caused Gen. J. M. Leyva, 
commanding the insurgent forces, to 
order all non-combatants out of Mex- 
icali. The women residents and mer- 
chants of the town, most of whum are 
Americans, immediately crossed the 
boundary to Calexico. 5. 

The information of the scouts was’ 
supplemented by reports from ranch- 
etfs that a large force of Federals had 


crossed the Cocopah Mountain passes, 
and were rapidly marching in the di- 
rection of Mexicali. 

One body of insurgents were sent 
southeast to protect the engineering 
work now being prosecuted to curb the 
overflow of the Colorado River. The 
workmen were being threatened by a 


commissary. At the approach of the 
insurrectos the bandits disappeared. 

The insurrectos impressed a train on 
the Inter-California to take them to 
and from the site of the American gov- 
ernment work. This gave rise to the 
erroneous report that the insurgents 
themselves were threatening the project, 
While in the vicinity of the Colorado, 
the rebels scouteti abuut in search of 
Federals, but found no trace of any. 

Mutiny has broken out in the ranks 
of the Mexican rebels holding Mexicali, 


the leaders, who are remaining quietly 
in this town awaiting the expected ad- 
vance of the Federal troops from En- 
senda. “Captain” Stanley, an American 
member of the insurgent band, endéav- 
ored, to oust Gen. Leyva from supreme 
command of the insurrecto force, but 
was arrested and fs now in trons. Stan- 
ley and a large number of other indi- 
vidual members of the insurrectog, in- | 
cluding many Americans, have become 
very impatient at the delays in push- 
ing forward the rebellion in Lower Gal- 
ifornia. Gen. Leyva and Gen. Berthold, 
the two commanding officers of the 
forces here, have remained quietly in 
Mexicali with their troops for the past 
two weeks, Several of the Americans, 
considered by the Mexican rebels as 
worthless military material, have late- 
ly been run out of camp. 


TRAVELERS REPORT

tuberculosis. Two of the most unmanage 
able and rapidly fatal cases of this disease 


that I have ever seen were in a frontier

to be in flood, and a timber-cruiser, or field 
surveyor for a big lumber company, who
